REASONS FOR ALLOWACNE 
1. Claims 1-7, 14-16 and 19-20 are allowed. 
The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
The prior art of record specifically Mitani et al (U.S. patent 5,628,629) fails to suggest or 
disclose the collective features of the invention such as: "tray to provide access to the interior of 
the device for thermal cycling, wherein the disc is configured to receive samples; and wherein 
there is an air gap between the disc and the heating,, element" these features along with the rest 
of the limitations of the claim would render the claims allowable.
